There  were  few  urgent  matters  ^^hich  have 
affected  the  public  health  during  the  year.  The 
evacuation  of  children  and  mothers  in  September 
into  a  number  of  Districts,  created,  in  common 
with  other  places,  problems  arising  from  the 
uncleanliness  of  many  of  the  children,  and  also 
in  some  cases  difficulties  arose  owing  to  their 
habits  and  behaviour  being  outside  the  experience 
of  those  upon  whom  they  were  billeted.  These 
cases  X7ere  dealt  with  by  the  School  Nurse  and 
Health  Visitors  who  visited  the  homes  and  advised 
the  foster-parents  on  the  treatment,  others  were 
dealt  T/ith  at  the  School  Clinic.  There  has  been 
no  evidence  of  any  increase  of  infectious  disease 
resulting  from  the  evacuation  nor  any  other 
adverse  effect  on  the  public  health;  but  the 
benefit  to  the  health  and  well-being  of  the 
children  who  had  been  evacuated  was  soon  apparent. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious 
and  other  Diseases. 

There  was  a  fairly  widespread  outbreak  of 
Measles  during  the  early  months  of  the  year 
commencing  in  January  and  subsiding  in  Hay.  About 
half  the  schools  were  affected.  There  were  a 
number  of  cases  of  T/hooping  Cough  in  Porthywaen 
and  Nantmawr  in  June. 

A  slight  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred 
in  PJest  Felton  in  March  and  April.  The  source  of 
a  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  Ifton  Heath 
in  September  and  October  was  traced  to  a  return 
case  from  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

By  a  provisional  Order  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  dated  October  23rd.  Measles  and  Dhooping 
Cough  were  made  notifia,ble  diseases. 

In  December  a  scheme  of  Diphtheria  Immun¬ 
isation  was  submitted  to  the  Sanitary  Committee  and 
subsequently  approved  by  the  Council.  Two  in¬ 
jections  of  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid  at  monthly 
intervals  are  to  be  given  by  the  doctors  practising 
in  the  district.  Leaflets  explaining  the  scheme 
have  been  distributed  to  parents  through  the 
schools,  welfare  centres  and  health  visitors.
